Glasgow  Bridge  Project 

The  Glasgow  Bridge  Project  will  repair,  widen,  and  also  raise  the  height  restriction  on  the  Missouri  river 
bridge  near  Glasgow.  The  project  investment  will  be  $17.5  million  dollars  and  will  take  approximately 
one  year  to  complete. 

Over  20  years,  every  dollar  of  investment  in  this  project  returns: 
$0.01  in  new  net  general  revenues  to  the  State  of  Missouri  totaling  $0,137  million 
$0.57  in  new  personal  income  to  Missourians  totaling  $9.0  million 
$0.61  in  new  value-added  (GSP)  to  Missouri's  economy  totaling  $9.6  million 
$0.93  in  new  economic  activity  (output)  to  Missouri's  economy  totaling  $14.5  million 

On  average  each  year,  the  project  creates  10  new  jobs  annually  paying  an  average  wage  of  $26,967 
per  job,  generates  $7,000  in  new  net  general  revenues  annually,  $448,000  in  new  personal  income 
annually,  $478,000  in  new  value-added  to  the  economy  annually,  and  $727,000  annually  in  new 
economic  activity.

Economic  Impact  Summary 

Glasgow  Missouri  River  Bridge  Closure 


The  Glasgow  Bridge  is  located  in  North  Central  Missouri  and  spans  the  Missouri  River,  adjacent  to  the  city  of  Glasgow.  It  connects  the  northern  sections  of 
Howard  and  Saline  counties;  and  connects  the  western  cities  of  Marshall,  Slater,  and  Gilliam  to  the  eastern  city  of  Glasgow.  The  bridge  is  estimated  to  be  closed 
between  August  2008  and  July  2009  for  repairs,  lane  expansion,  and  height  extension. 


The  traffic  volume  for  the  Glasgow  Bridge  is  currently  1,198  vehicles  per 
day,  88%  are  passenger  vehicles  and  12%  are  commercial  trucks. 
Approximately  55%  of  the  commuters  using  this  bridge  are  from  Howard 
County  and  45%  are  from  Saline  County. 


o  Alternative  commuting  and  trucking  routes  were  assessed;  northern 
route  using  Hwy  24  and  southern  route  using  1-70.  Glasgow-Marshall 
alternative  routes  added  33  miles  to  the  commute,  Slater-Glasgow  added 
46  miles,  and  Gilliam-Glasgow  added  54  miles.

Commuting  patterns  indicated  approximately  76%  of  the  cars  would  go  through  Marshall,  23%  through  Slater,  and  1%  would  have  Gilliam  as  their  origin  or 
destination  city.  Commuters  taking  an  alternate  route  will  need  to  reallocate  spending  to  fuel  and  maintenance  costs  for  their  vehicle  over  the  course  of  the 
bridge  closure  period.  The  total  amount  of  reallocated  spending  is  estimated  at  $2,300,560;  $1,518,454  in  added  gasoline  expenditures  and  $782,106  in  added 
vehicle  maintenance. 

Assuming  commercial  truck  traffic  is  going  through  the  points  of  Marshall  and  Glasgow;  alternate  routes  to  these  two  cities  will  add  an  estimated  $2,087,535  in 
production  cost  to  local  industries;  $1,236,851  in  added  diesel  fuel,  $156,103  in  added  truck  maintenance,  and  $694,580  in  employee  compensation. 


Bridge  Closure  Impacts 

Total  fiscal  impact  from  commuter  spending  reallocation  and  industry  production 
cost  increases  during  the  bridge  closure  period  will  reduce  state  general  revenue  by 
an  estimated  $28,000.  Economic  impacts  include  reductions  in  personal  income 
by  $285,000,  Gross  State  Product  by  $479,000,  and  total  economic  activity  by 
$922,000.  A  loss  of  7  jobs  is  estimated  to  occur  paying  an  average  wage  of 
$22,375.  These  impacts  would  occur  primarily  in  the  Central  and  West  Central 
regions  of  Missouri,  with  some  spillover  effects  throughout  the  state.
